Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Applicant argues that Ikeda does not teach "determining which 
of the allowed awards to redeem based on the encumbrance levels. The Examiner answers that in Ikeda, if customer 
"a" requests to redeem 250 points when he or she buys goods at shop B (see col 1 1 , lines 35-55; figure 8), the 200 
points earned at shop B with an effective term of 09/4/01, the 100 points earned at shop B with an effective term of 
09/4/08 and the 30 points earned at shop B with an effective term of 09/4/09 are not accepted at shop E. Also, the 30 
points earned at shop D with an effective term of 09/4/2 are also not accepted at shop E (see figure 9). Therefore, 
points earned at shop B and D have the same "encumbrance level" because said points earned at shop B and D have 
the same level of acceptance (i.e. not accepted at one store). Ikeda redeems said points that have the same 
"encumbrance level" by counting said points from the oldest one by priority in order to redeem a total of 250 points at 
shop B (see col 1 1 , lines 35-55). Therefore, contrary to Applicant's argument, Ikeda teaches redeeming points by 
"encumbrance level", as defined by Applicant's specification page 11, line 15 - page 12, line 10; figures 3 and 4. 
According to Applicant's specification, when a customer wants to redeem points at supplier 400 (i.e. Shop B) with 
points earned at business 4 (i.e. earned at shop B) and business 2 (i.e. earned at shop D) (see Applicant's 
specification figures 3 and 4), said points earned at business 4 and said points earned at business 2 have the same 
"encumbrance level", as said points earned at business 4 (i.e. earned at shop B) and said points earned at business 2 
(i.e. earned at shop D) are not accepted at the same number of supplier (i.e. one), which is supplier 200 (i.e. shop E). 
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
